is an undoubted Truth, thet fome of our. beft relifhd 
Plays now, have mifcarried the very firft Night of their 
Reprefentation, either froma Diflike to the Poet or Want 
of Latte in the Audience ; fer every Age has its Fun of tad 
Latte, and perfonal /sking and diffiking. Whe- 
ther this may firit have put Poets, who have fail’d in theif 
good Pieces, wpon applying to their Friends for Support, 
and whether they are juftifiable in it or no, will appeat 
from this Contigeration, That, as in a full Audience, ome

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cannot reckon above one Tenth Part true Judges, and as 
the other Nine Tenths cannot fo quickly and nicely judge 
of the mafterly Touches, either of Tragedy or Comedy, 
poets think they have not always fair Play, and therefore 
have Recourfe to this Artifice.
